JACKSON SAYS FENDER DID NOT 


CAUSE ACCIDENT. 


MEIJIOSE. Sept. 23.—"If the elec- 


tric car had been equipped with a low 
fender of the scoop type would It have 
gathered up the box of dynamite and 
prevented the explosion?" 
. This was the question asked in many 
places yesterday by persons who gath- 
ered to discuss the 
Melrose . disaster, 


nnd It brought forth a variety of opin- 
ions. 


"It Is my opinion that no fender yet 


devised could have thwarted the acci- 
dent," Bald Chairman James F. Jackson 
of the State Railroad Commission.

"The base of the cane was flush with 


the pavement, and, could not possibly 
have been picked up. 


"Of course there are several kinds of 


fenders In use among different railroad 
corporations, but no diversity of merit 
exists which would warrant the com- 
mission ordering any one for exclusive 
service. 


"No. the accident will not result In 


the board issuing a requirement for a 
fender which will not only save lives, 
but also prevent obstacles from reach- 
Ing the wheels. 
The Inventive genius 


has not as yet produced such an arti- 
cle." 


The Boston Elevated 
Railroad cor- 


poration Is equipped with the same Mat, 
stiff, fender which was attached to the 
demolished Melrose c,ar.of the Boston 
and Northern system.

Huddled up together like so many 


chickens iu a narrow coop, 130 chil- 
dren In the Highland district arn be- 
moaning the fnte that compels them to 
go to school us they sit together In 
1- the 


attic of the Highland school and amid 
a babel of voices, impure ' air. Insuf- 
ficient heat and indifferent light, vain- 
ly try to concentrate their 
thoughts 


upon the studies which the law compels 
them to learn though the law affords 
them no decent place in which to pur- 
sue their obligatory studies. 


The law says that all children under 


a certain age must attend school, but 
If there is any low that compels the city 
to provide suitable school accommoda- 
tions for the children it has never been 
unearthed for the perusal of this year's 
city council. 


A moEt deplorable state of affairs ex- 


ists at the Highland school "nt present, 
one that demandte an immediate rem- 
edy, for.it threatens both the physical 
and mental development of the chil- 
dren who have the misfortune to be 
among thu 130 in the attic which Supt. 
Varnum, when in oflice, whitewashed 
and called a hull. 


It is doubtful if the parents of the 


children now attending the 
Highland 


school hfll! could see 
and 
appreciate 


the condition of affairs now existing 
they would pprmit their children to at- 
tend It longer, preferring to slmplr re- 
tard the child's education for a time 
than take chances with his health and 
general well belncr. 


A reporter of The Sun called at the 


Highland school this morning and was 
courteously received and shown about 
by Principal Morey.

It was thus necessary to utilize the 


"hall." as it is called, for the overflow. 
The hall was never intended for any- 
thing else but an. unfinished attic but 
when Mr. Vanium was superintendent 
of buildings he made certain repairs on 
it nnd called ii a hall. 
In its best days 


it was thoroughly unfit for schoolroom 


necessary to dismiss frequently on ac- 
count of insufficient hP.it. 


GREAT TERRITORY COVERED. 
By means of a map in his office Prin- 


cipal Morey gave the reproter an idea 
of the great territory covered by the 
school. On the clly side the 
school 


district goes down one side of \Veslford 
street to the depot.

and on the south and east by the the 
town of Chnlmsrord. while H ttlsn takes 
in Middlesex Village.

place I would suggest a. ESW school as 
there Is ample need for it. but we must 
have some remedy for'these pupils now 
in the hall and I would suggest that 
either one or two temporary wooden 
buildings be 'placed In the schoolyard 
and the children now in the hall put 
In the overflow building. Then we 
could pet along very well for the pres- 
ent. 
This I believe to "be the cheapest 


and quickest way of getting over the 
difficulty, and certainly no time should 
be lost In attending to It."

The town of Dracut WHS visited by 


another disastrous 
fire, last cvenliiR, 


und thin time tho rcBldenco and barn 
of Phlneua RlchnrdHon nt the junction 
of Broadway nnd 
Arlington 
streets, 


were burned to tho ground. This build- 
ing Is directly ncrosfl the street from 
the Coburn house which 
WUH burned 


several weeks ut'O and while the latter 
was undoubtedly of Incendiary origin 
there Is every reason to.believe that 
last night's flre \vjis caused In the same 
manner. Thn barn wns ruzed 10 the 
ground while nothfnR but 
the shell of 


the house remains. In the barn worn 
burned four cows, two horses, nnd a 
Inrge number of hens. While the loss 
was heavy It is fully Insured, the In- 
surance being carried through agencies 
of Fred C. Church in this city. 


The flre started In the barn just lie- 


fore nine o'elfu-k. 
Mr. and Mrs. llieh- 


nrdson, who are nver SO years old. had 
retired for tho nfpht nnd wf*ro u\nikcn- 
pd by the erachling of fiami'H in 
the 


rear of the house. 
When discovered 


the fire wns well under way. the forty 
or more tons of hay stored In the loft 
of the barn pervlngr fis good fuel for 
the flames.

for miles around, the sky being bril- 
liantly iHuniinnlerl. Many

Island, was the nearest available point to 
bench the steamship. 


"That the life preserving appliances In 


the vessel were adequate, but had tho 
Slocum been supplied with double the 
numlier not another life would have been 
saved because of the Ignorance nnd In- 
competpncy of the crew. 


"That there was an absolute 
lack of 


discipline on the part of tho crew be- 
cause of the negligence of the master 
nnd ot tho pilot. 
"That fire drills had been neglected, 


and hnd the crow been trained, us the 
law requires such a disaster would have 
bprn :ilmost Inconceivable. 


"That one of the crew, in his Ignorance, 


ndded io th^ incipient flames by throwing 
th'.-rt-on an empty bap which had con- 
iainrd chnrcnal. 


"That the chief engineer was grossly 


negligent when notified of the nre In that 
he rtirt not FCC that lh« hose had -been 
connected and the water turned on." 


Vnder the law. the bonrd only took up 


the conduct of the vessel's licensed ofll- 
cerF.

The town nf Dracut was visited by 


another dlsuntnms flre last evening, 
nnd this time the residence nnd barn 
of Pliineiis Richardson at tho junction 
of Broadway nnd 
Arlington 
streets, 


were timr.L'd to thf ground. Thin build- 
ing Js directly across the street from 
the Coburn house which WHS burned 
several weeks ngo and while tho latter 
waa undoubtedly of Incendiary origin 
there is every reason to believe that 
last night's flre waa caused In the name 
manner. Tho barn was razed to the 
ground while nothing but 
the shell of 


the house remains. 
Tn the barn were 


burned four COWH, two horses, and a 
large number of hens. While the loss 
was heavy It is fully Insured, the In- 
surance being carried through agencies 
of Fred C. Church in this city. 


The flre started in the burn Just be- 


fore nine o'clock. Mr. and Mrs. Rich- 
ardson, who are over SO years old, had 
retired for the night and were awaken- 
ed by the crackling- of fiamea In 
the 


rear of the hou^e. 
"\Vhen discovered 


the flre wns well under way. the forty 
or more tons of hay stored in the loft 
of the barn serving: as good fuel for 
the (lames. Tho flumes could be seen 
for miles around, the sky being bl'll- 
linntly illuminated. Many

Merrimack square nnd other parts of 
the r.lty believed that the fire was on 
Christinn hill. Through the efforts of 
a number of young men who were at- 
tending a dance at Dracut. Centre and 
n number of prople who live on Chris- 
tian 11 111 *hi» greater part of tho furni- 
ture and valuables were saved.
